Improved Educational 
Conditions From an 
Investment Standpoint

8TTJDYIXG the educational situation in the state, I am more 
and more impressed with the absolute necessity for a radical 
change in our viewpoint concerning the subject. We have 
been viewing the schools rather as a necessary evil, an ex- 
pense to be kept at the minimum of cost. The logical result has been 
largely attained — cheap houses, cheap grounds, cheap equipment and 
in too many cases cheap teachers, cheap trustees, cheap county boards 
and cheap county iuperintendents. 

In fact, so long has this policy prevailed that we have dwarfed 
everything pertaining to our schools, even our educators, and most of 
all ourselves, the average citizens. The whole outfit is a cheap and in- 
adequate tiling for the twentieth century. OUR SLIPSHOD AND 
CHAOTIC SYSTEM, IF SYSTEM IT CAN BE CALLED, POS- 
SIBLY ANSWERED FALRLY WELL THE NEEDS OF FORTY 
OR FIFTY YEARS AGO, but everything else has moved tremen- 
dously within that time and moved with the greatest celerity and mo- 



With our schools here in Kentucky we have practically stood still, 
trusting to luck or some other mysterious power to supplement our 
indifference and neglect. Not so with other more prosperous and 
progressive states, fully recognizing the value and importance of their 
children. With enlightened zeal and intelligence their tendency has 
been to crowd all the money into their schools that could be judi- 
ciously used, looking upon it as a wise, businesslike proposition, a 
most profitable investment, and so it has proved, states younger and 
no more favorably situated, with really inferior natural resources, sur- 
passing us in material wealth two and three fold. 

BEFORE WE CAN MAKE THE NEEDED AND DESIRED PROG- 
RESS WE MUST GET THE VIEWPOINT THAT IT IS NOT ONLY OUR 
HIGH AND HOLY DUTY, BUT MOST PROFITABLE, TO SEE OUR 
CHILDREN AND THEIR SCHOOLS FROM THE INVESTMENT SIDE 
AND PROVIDE GENEROUSLY THE FINANCIAL AID THAT IS IM- 
PERATIVELY NEEDED. 

Furthermore, we must awaken out of our apathy and see that 
money is used to the best advantage and not frittered away by 
incompetence or graft. We have been furnishing two and a half to 
three million dollars per annum for our schools for a number of years. 
What number of citizens have at any time taken the slightest interest 
to know how this money was being expended ? There seems to have 
been great waste. WE HAVE ALLOWED THE INTEREST OF 
OUR CHILDREN TO DRIFT INTO POLITICS AND INTO 
CONFUSION. IT IS HIGH TIME TO CORRECT THIS.

Abortion of Cows is Disease Lit- 
tle Understood By The Aver- 
age Farmer.

Ot 
two herds of cows afflcted with infec- 
tious abortion, investigated by the 
writer, one cow aborted in the second 
month of gestation, two in the fourth, 
tight in the fifth month, twi 
the sixth month, twenty-four in the 
seventh month, twenty-nine 
eighth month and eleven In thi 
month. Occasionally a calf dropped 
prematurely in the latter period ol 
gestation may come alive, though 
very weak. Such calves are termed 
"living abortious." It mus 
understood that all abortions among 
cows are due to an infection, as cown 
occasionally abort as a result ol fall 
ing, crowding or being hooked. 

A cow will not giye nearly as much 
milk during a year in whice she drops 
a calf prematurely, as she will in 
vear a normal calf is dropped. It is

Not until recently have the investi- 
gators in diffitf ent parts of the world 
agreed on the ,e,ause of this disease. 
In 1896, Professors Bang andStrlbolt, 
of Copenhagen. Denmark, announced 
that they had discovered a peculi: 
germ associated with abortion 
cows, with which they were able 
produce the disease. Many attempts 
were made by American bacteriolo- 
gists to issolate this germ, but up to 
a short time ago, all investigations 
failed to reveal it. Recently, how- 
ever, the germ was issolated by Mac- 
Neal and Kerr of the Illinois Experi- 
ment Station and by the writer at the 
Kentucky Experiment Station. The 
organisn causing this disease in cows 
is a very small bacillus assuming a 
number of forms when cultivated. 
This peculiarity of form is also noted

This microbe possesses the most 
peculiar biological properties toward 
oxygen, of any known germ, in that 
it will only grow in a partial pressure 
of that element. The pregnant uterus 
of the cow presents just the right 
conditions for its development. 

This germ has recenlly been isolat 
ed from aborting cows by European 
investigators other than Bang and 
Stribolt. The names of these met 
are Nowark of Austria, Priesz oi 
Hungary.Stockman and MacFaydeaa 
of Great Brltian, and Zwick, of Hoi 
land. 

As scientists are now agreed on the 
organism causing this disease among 
cows, we may uow look forward to 
the discovery of a preventative or 
cure for this malady, based on scien- 
tific principles.

New York. — A record price for the 
five and ten-cent 1847 Issue of United 
States stampB 1b shown in the sum- 
maries of an auction sale of rare post- 
age stamps held here recently. An 
unsevered, uncanceled block of six of 
the five-cent brown variety and a 
similar block of six of the much rarer 
ten-cent black variety went for $815.
